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SELECTKEN'S  REPORT 
1990 


The  towD  of  Albany  now  has  a  Highway  aaintenance  facility  on 
land  owned  by  the  town,  on  High  Street.  It  is  20'  by  40'  and  has 
a  storage  area  for  the  town's  salt  needs,  and  a  repair  facility 
to  repair  equipient.  It  was  built  by  Toi,  Stan,  and  Prank  with 
luaber  froi  the  trees  cut  froa  the  town  hall  property. 

The  Solid  Waste  agreeient  with  the  Town  of  Conway  is  working 
well.  The  cost  has  gene  down  over  the  past  two  years.  County 
wide  Solid  Waste  is  still  in  the  works. 

The  town  has  signed  an  agreenent  with  the  Conway  Village 
Fire  District  for  our  future  needs  for  fire  and  rescue.  It  is  to 
be  renegotiated  each  year  as  deeied  necessary. 

The  Town,  in  cooperation  with  Saunders  Brother's  logging,  has 
agreed  to  close  the  Albany  Covered  Bridge  at  the  end  of  the  Dugway 
Road  to  all  but  pedestrian  traffic  for  safety  reasons,  while  logging 
operations  are  being  carried  out  in  Deer  Brook  Valley.  We  will  be 
opening  the  bridge  April  1st  and  closing  it  Noveaber  1st  this  year  for 
the  saie  reasons. 

The  ordinances  that  the  town  passed  at  last  year's  town  leeting  on 
alcohol,  parking,  noise,  etc.,  have  had  a  positive  iipact  on  the 
town's  budget.  Approximately  $5,000.00  in  fines  were  realized.  There 
were  fewer  alcohol  related  rescue  calls  on  the  Kancaiagus,  all  thanks 
to  the  Carroll  County  Sheriff's  Departient. 

In  the  upcoiing  year  or  years,  the  Selectien  would  like  to 
build  a  new  towo  ball  and  office  coiplex  on  town  hall  land.  Hitb 
the  help  of  the  town  and  donated  labor,  we  feel  that  with  the 
experience  of  soie  of  the  townspeople  we  can  build  this  coiplex 
and  leet  all  state  requireients  at  liniial  cost  to  the  taxpayers. 

Many  of  the  residents  are  coiplaining  about  their  taxes.  Ne 
sympathize  with  thei,  but  it  is  out  of  our  hands.  The  school  takes 
over  2/3  of  the  town  lonies  and  until  we  can  put  soie  controls  on  it, 
our  taxes  will  continue  to  rise  each  year.  Sorry. 


The  Selectien  would  like  to  thank  all  of  the  coiiittees  aod 
volunteers  for  their  help  in  running  the  town  this  past  year.  Ke 
will  need  luch  lore  help  in  the  coiinq  year.  If  anyone  is  interested, 
please  contact  the  Selectien.

Although  the  Town  Clerk's  duties  are 
spread  soiewhat  evenly  over  the  year,  a  great  deal  of  the  Tax 
Collector's  work  lust  be  done  in  the  brief  period  after  the  war- 
rant is  received,  when  taz  bills  are  sent  out,  and  the  payients 
coie  in.  Unfortunately  this  is  the  period  also  when  books  lust  be 
closed,  abateients  and  taz  sales  reconciled  and  several  reports 
generated  for  town  and  state. 

Albany  has  the  problei  of  having  to  perfori  the  saie  functions 
and  provide  the  saie  services  as  a  larger  town,  but  without  the 
benefit  of  adequate  staffing.

The  historical  society  has  set  up  four  leetiogs  a  year  as 
basic  Meetings.  He  have  tried  to  find  people  to  give  prograis  at 
these  Meetings. 

The  first  prograi  was  given  by  Ed  HcKenzie  and  was  a  slide 
show  on  archeology.

North  Country  Council  is  the  non-profit  regional  planning 
coniission  serving  51  towns  in  northern  New  Hampshire.  The  Coun- 
cil's priiary  Mission  is  to  meet  the  planning  and  developnent 
needs  of  its  member  towns.  Specific  assistance  presently  avail- 
able from  the  North  Country  Council  includes  municipal  planning, 
economic  development,  community  development,  solid  waste,  tran- 
sportation, water  management,  GIS  mapping  and  resource  manage- 
ment. Uhen  requested,  the  Council  provides  professional  guidance 
and  assistance  to  Boards  of  Selectmen,  Planning  Boards,  Zoning 
Boards  of  Adjustment,  Conservation  Commissions  and  Solid  Uaste 
Districts  in  member  communities. 

Assistance  provided  to  the  Town  of  Albany  in  1990  included: 

*  Preparing  a  draft  Socio-Economic  Chapter  for  the  Naster 
Plan; 

*  Preparing  a  draft  Water  Resource  Nanagement  Plan; 

*  Holding  a  meeting  in  the  Nount  Washington  Valley  to  review 
the  Regional  Plan. 

In  1990,  the  Council  also  provided  a  variety  of  services  on  a 
regional  level.  For  example,  workshops  were  held  informing  local 
officials  of  excavation  site  requirements,  innovative  zoning, 
shoreline  protection,  rivers  management  and  cultural  resources. 
The  Council  worked  closely  with  economic  development  committees 
throughout  the  region.  The  Council's  very  active  Transportation 
Committee  focused  on  local  and  regional  highway,  air  and  rail 
issues.  NCC's  Solid  Uaste  Coordinator  continued  to  advocate 
regional  solid  waste  management  while  working  with  five  area 
solid  waste  districts.

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REPORT  OF  TOVN  FOREST  FIRE  MARDEN  AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

Duriog  Calendar  Year  1990,  the  State  of  New  Uaipsbiie  ezperienced 
an  average  ouiber  of  wildfires.  The  three  leading  causes  of  these 
wildfires  were  fires  kindled  without  a  fire  periit  froi  the  Forest 
Fire  Harden,  periit  fires  that  escaped  control  and  rekindled 
fires.  All  of  these  fires  are  preventable,  but  ONLY  with  your 
help. 

Please  help  your  town  and  state  forest  fire  officials  with  forest 
fire  prevention.  New  Haipshire  State  Law  (RSA  224:27  II)  requires 
that,  'No  person,  fin  or  corporation  shall  kindle  or  cause  to  be 
kindled  any  fire  or  burn  or  cause  to  be  burned  any  laterial  in  the 
open,  except  when  the  ground  is  covered  with  snow,  without  first 
obtaining  a  written  fire  periit  froi  the  Forest  Fire  Warden  of  the 
town  where  the  burning  is  to  be  done.' 

Violations  of  RSA  224:27  II  and  the  other  burning  laws  of  the 
State  of  New  Haipshire  are  lisdeieanors  punishable  by  fines  of  up 
to  $1,000.00  and/or  a  year  in  jail  and  you  are  also  liable  for  all 
fire  suppression  costs. 

The  State  of  New  Haipshire,  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  assisted 
lany  towns  in  wildland  fire  suppression  during  1990,  including  a 
262  acre  fire  in  Moultonboro  and  several  fires  in  Hooksett. 

In  1990,  the  New  Haipshire  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  trained 
844  local  Hardens  and  Deputy  Hardens  in  the  Incident  Coiiand  Sys- 
tei  (ICS),  an  incident  lanageient  systei  for  all  types  of  eier- 
gencies.  In  1991,  Hardens  will  be  trained  in  the  use  of  Class  A 
foai  in  wildfire  suppression.

Article  8.   This  Article  carried  by  raising  another 
$10,000.00  to  stay  ahead  of  the  high  increase  of  money  for 
Special  Education  students  and  we  are  obligated  to  provide 
for  these  students  and  for  new  special  education  residents. 

Article  9.   This  article  carried  to  raise  and 
appropriate  $9,000.00  for  excess  regular  education  tuition. 
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The  following  is  a  breakdown  of  how  much  each  school  charges 
for  different  grades  -  kindergarten,  $2,095.95;  elementary, 
$4,190.58;  junior  high,  $5,401.98;  and  high  school, 
$6,000.00.   These  are  all  estimated,  so  the  more  students  we 
have  the  less  it  would  cost;  and  the  fewer  students  we  have, 
it  would  cost  the  taxpayers  more. 

Article  10.   To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  School 
District  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  support 
of  schools,  for  the  payment  of  salaries  for  school  district 
officials  and  agents,  and  for  the  payment  of  the  statutory 
obligations  of  the  District.   The  amount  of  $482,992.00  vote 
to  raise. 

Article  11.   Was  carried  to  see  if  residents  of  Albany 
School  District  find  the  State  of  N.H.  to  be  negligent  in  the 
funding  of  Public  Education,  creating  an  undue  burden  on  the 
local  property  taxpayers,  and  further  to  see  if  the  residents 
encourage  the  State  of  N.H.  Legislature  to  begin  in  earnest  a 
study  of  methods  for  substantially  increasing  State  aid  to 
Education. 

Article  12.   To  change  School  District  Meeting  to 
Saturday  afternoon.   The  Article  did  not  carry. 

The  School  District  Meeting  adjourned  at  7:25  PM.

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Superintendent's  Report

1990 

This  year's  theme  is  "Quality  Education  through  a  United 
Effort."  In  the  communities  of  School  Administrative  Unit  #9, 
there  is  a  historical  record  which  documents  support  for  education, 
even  in  times  when  it  has  been  difficult  to  pay  taxes.  The  most 
recent  evidence  is  the  passage  of  six  construction  bond  issues 
within  a  two-year  period  for  the  construction,  improvement,  and 
expansion  of  eight  physical  facilities  in  which  high  quality  of 
education  is  provided. 

Now,  in  this  most  difficult  economic  period,  our  mettle  is 
being  put  to  the  test.  Do  we  continue  to  aim  high  and  maintain  the 
standards  we  set  for  ourselves,  or  do  we  acquiesce  to  the  pressure 
being  generated  and  fall  back  to  a  point  from  which  recovery  is 
impossible?  I  say  aim  high,  defend  and  demonstrate  appreciation 
for  our  excellent  teachers,  administrators,  and  support  staff  who 
are  committed  to  quality  education,  and  rise  to  a  level  of 
international  awareness.  World  peace  and  competition  in  a  global 
marketplace  are  at  stake.  At  this  time,  our  students  are  high 
achievers  in  Mathematics  and  Science,  two  areas  which  are  among  the 
nation's  goals  for  the  Year  2000.  They  are  doing  well  in  other 
critical  academic  areas,  but  even  more  must  be  expected. 

Our  school  organization  will  be  different  next  year.  The 
districts  of  Madison,  Freedom,  and  Tamworth  will  comprise  School 
Administrative  Unit  #13.  We  wish  them  well  and  sincerely  hope  that 
in  their  infancy,  the  respective  communities  will  witness  a  renewed 
vigor  and  sense  of  purpose  to  prepare  youth  for  a  challenging  new 
world  and  century.  Likewise,  the  seven  districts  in  SAU  #9  will 
reorganize  to  address  even  more  challenges  and  opportunities. 

One  such  opportunity  lies  in  a  grant  submitted  by  the  Conway 
School  District  to  the  United  States  Department  of  Education.  If 
favorably  received,  $2.5  million  could  be  made  available  to  all 
communities  in  the  north  country.  Conway  citizens,  social 
agencies,  and  educators  would  coordinate  human  services  in  the 
first  stage  of  the  five-year  project.  This  community  would  then 
serve  as  a  model  for  others  to  emulate.  Such  an  effort  is  a  prime 
example  of  how  people  have  exercised  leadership,  and  have  joined 
together  in  a  common  cause  to  meet  social  and  educational  concerns 
head-on . 

Let  us  all  follow  this  example,  feel  and  act  in  a  positive 
manner  about  the  future,  and  support  "Quality  Education  through  a 
United  Effort." 
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CONWAY  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 

PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT 

By  Lois  Gould 

Last  August,  few  people  believed  that  Conway  Elementary 
would  begin  this  school  year  on  time.   They  looked  at  the 
mass  of  construction  machinery  and  raw  material,  at  gaping 
holes  and  piles  of  dirt,  and  waited  for  the  school 
postponement  notice.   That  notice  never  came.   School  opened 
September  6,  1990,  with  300  students  registered,  and  with 
classrooms  and  teachers  ready  to  provide  a  complete  program. 
Classes  continued  during  construction  safely  and  without 
undue  stress  or  complications  thanks  to  the  excellent 
cooperation  of  Foss  Construction  and  the  professionalism  of 
our  excellent  teachers. 

During  the  fall,  while  we  worked  in  our  temporary 
quarters,  construction  crews  completed  our  new  primary 
classroom  wing,  the  new  entrance,  library,  cafeteria,  office 
areas,  and  interior  renovations.   Two  by  two  we  moved  into 
our  new  classrooms.   Thanks  to  careful  planning,  volunteer 
help,  and  many  hours  of  extra  effort,  all  programs  are  now 
operating  in  a  superb  ,  child-centered  educational  facility. 
The  voters  of  Conway  who  supported  these  renovations  can  be 
proud  of  the  outcome  of  their  efforts.   The  children  of 
Albany  and  Conway  thank  you. 

While  the  construction  project  has  taken  a  great  deal  of 
our  time  and  effort,  teachers  have  continued  to  teach  and  to 
learn.   Professional  improvement  projects  have  included 
teachers  working  with  Dr.  Jane  Hanson,  Professor  of  Reading 
from  the  University  of  New  Hampshire,  on  a  Primary  Team 
Literacy  Project.   We  have  continued  our  connection  with  the 
UNH  Writing  Lab  and  Dr.  Donald  Graves  and  the  implementation 
of  the  Writing  Process  in  our  school  for  the  second  year. 
Many  teachers  are  serving  on  various  district  level 
committees  including  Public  Relations,  Special  Education, 
Teacher  Evaluation,  Substance  Abuse  Prevention,  and  Math 
Curriculum.   Some  teachers  are  participating  in  a  Special 
Education  project  with  Dr.  Nancy  Harriman  from  Plymouth  State 
College  that  will  assist  us  with  the  design  of  better 
programs  for  the  mainstreaming  of  special  needs  children. 

This  has  been  a  year  of  special  note  for  young 
children.   On  October  23rd,  many  people  attended  the  signing 
of  the  first  Children's  Bill  of  Rights  in  Conway.   We  also 
celebrated  Young  Readers'  Day  in  October  by  having  students 
count  the  numbers  of  books  read  -  1,450  in  just  one  month  - 
showing  us  that  this  is,  indeed,  a  school  of  readers.   We 
have  also  continued  with  our  emphasis  on  recognizing  the  good 
things  that  our  students  accomplish  through  our  quarterly 
Honors  Awards  and  biweekly  Principal's  Awards. 
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students  have  also  taken  on  leadership  responsibilities 
as  part  of  our  co-curricular  program.   Every  class  is 
represented  by  class  members  at  weekly  Student  Council 
meetings.   Some  of  the  projects  these  students  have  taken  on 
include  a  school  store,  planning  monthly  school  spirit  days, 
and  a  Lunch  Advisory  Council.   Twenty-one  upper  grade 
students  were  trained  as  Peer  Leaders  by  the  Substance  Abuse 
Prevention  Team  in  conjunction  with  the  NorthEast  Regional 
Center.   These  students  make  up  a  company  called  RESPECT, 
INC.,  and  provide  numerous  activities  to  help  other  children 
develop  respectful  behaviors. 

Parents  continue  to  be  a  strong  support  system  for  the 
programs  in  our  school.   Our  PTA  is  actively  involved  in 
providing  volunteers  for  classroom  work  and  for  publishing 
the  weekly  Conway  Cougar  News .  PTA  members  are  also  the 
sole  support  of  our  very  successful  RIF  (Reading  Is 
Fundamental)  program  which  provides  free  books  to  children 
three  times  a  year.   Because  of  the  interest  of  some  very 
special  parents,  we  now  have  a  number  of  children  involved  in 
Odyssey  of  the  Mind,  an  after  school  program  for  creative 
thinkers. 

On  the  other  hand,  children  at  Conway  Elementary  have 
provided  events  for  parents  to  help  them  see  the  good  things 
happening  here.   In  December,  we  had  over  350  parents  join 
their  children  at  school  for  our  special  Holiday  Dinner.   On 
December  19th,  the  students  performed  selected  pieces  for  a 
large  crowd  attending  our  annual  Winter  Concert. 

Other  special  programs  include  the  very  successful  Red 
Hots  Jump  Rope  team  and  their  weekly  teaching  and 
demonstration  trips  to  schools  in  the  New  England  area.   Most 
of  our  students  are  taking  part  in  the  annual  Ski  Program 
co-sponsored  by  the  Eastern  Slope  Ski  Club  that  provides  one 
afternoon  of  down  hill  or  cross  country  ski  lessons  to  all 
children.   With  many  thanks  to  the  Conway  Police  Department 
and  Officer  Bob  Grant,  we  are  able  to  provide  our  6th  grade 
students  with  the  very  excellent  DARE  (Drug  Abuse  Resistance 
Education)  program  to  help  prevent  substance  abuse  among 
young  teens. 

As  of  the  end  of  February,  for  the  first  time  in  five 
years,  every  teacher,  every  child,  and  every  program  at 
Conway  Elementary  School  is  under  one  roof.   The  portable 
classrooms  are  empty,  and  we  feel  more  like  a  close  family 
than  we  have  for  a  long  time.   Now,  not  only  do  we  have 
quality  programs  and  excellent  staff,  we  have  the  physical 
facilities  to  support  and  enhance  the  education  of  the 
children  of  Albany  and  Conway.

We  have  audited  the  accompanying  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the 
School  Administrative  Unit  No.  9  and  the  individual  fund  financial  statements 
of  the  School  Administrative  Unit  as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1990, 
as  listed  in  the  table  of  contents.  These  financial  statements  are  the 
responsibility  of  the  School  Administrative  Unit's  management.  Our 
responsibility  is  to  express  an  opinion  on  these  financial  statements  based  on 
our  audit. 

Ve  conducted  our  audit  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing 
standards.   Those  standards  require  that  we  plan  and  perform  the  audit  to 
obtain  reasonable  assurance  about  whether  the  financial  statements  are  free  of 
material  misstatement.

then  ended,  in  conformity  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles. 
Also,  in  our  opinion,  the  individual  fund  financial  statements  referred  to 
above  present  fairly,  in  all  material  respects,  the  financial  position  of  each 
of  the  individual  funds  of  the  School  Administrative  Unit  at  June  30,  1990, 
and  the  results  of  operations  of  such  funds  for  the  year  then  ended,  in 
conformity  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles.
